SHRINES TO BE GIVEN 



The Borough of Narberth is not 
going to let its folks forget that 
their town is next to the third largest, 
city in the county, so in their small 
way they are going to celebrate the 
Sesqui-Centennial of the Constitu- 
tion by observing the anniversary of 
the Ratification by the State of Penn- 
sylvania. This Friday evening a com- 
mittee appointed by the Burgess and 
with the Borough Solicitor, Henry A. 
Fryc, as chairman, will present a pro- 
gram at the Narberth School audi- 
torium at eight o'clock, featuring as 
local talent the children of St. Mar- 
garet's School, the Narberth School 
Orchestra and the Narberth Players. 

The speaker of the evening will be 
the Honorable Franklin Spencer Ed- 
monds, former member of the legis- 
lature and a lineal descendant of 
Benjamin Franklin. Mr. Edmonds 
now resides in Montgomery County 
and comes to Narberth for a public 
meeting for the first time. 

Another feature will be the pres- 
entation of three sets of the "Shrine 
of the Constitution" on behalf of the 
Benjamin D. Rush Chapter, D. A. R., 
the Italian American Club and the 
American Legion to the Narberth 
Public School, St. Margaret's Paro- 
chial School and the Narberth Com- 
munity Library. These shrines con- 
sist of a tall pedestal on which are 
hung enlarged facsimiles of the Decla- 
ration of Independence and the Con- 
stitution and pictures of the signers. 

The closing number of the pro- 
gram will be a one-act play, entitled 
"God Winks." This is an historical! 
production which the Narberth Play- 
ers are "donating" as their part of 
the program. 

The doors of the auditorium will be 
open at 7.30 o'clock and the program 
will start promptly at eight. As the 
seating capacity is very limited,' it 
will be well to come early.

SAVED BOROUGH MONEY 

Fellow-church members, Narberth 
Borough officials, and friends from 
near and far attended the funeral 
Monday night, at Stuard's in Ard- 
more, of Clifford W. Bates, who died 
Saturday of heart disease at the 
Presbyterian Hospital. He was 53. 
Officiating was the Rev. Archer E. 
Anderson, pastor of the Narberth 
Presbyterian Church. 

Mr. Bates, who was appointed to 
the Borough Council May, 1927, to fill 
the vacancy caused by A. Perry 
Redifer's death, was elected in 1028 
and re-elected in 1932, serving until 
the end of '35. Concientious and 
painstaking in all his duties, he was 
highly regarded as chairman of the 
Law and Ordinance Committee. At 
the close of his terms as councilman, 
he was engaged to make a survey of 
Narberth's surface water and sani- 
tary sewer drainage system. Doing 
his own surveying, he produced a 
complete set of detailed engineering

Liquidation Vote 

Arrange to Have Three of 

Their Directors Elected 

Trustees 



GREAT INTEREST SHOWN 



Nearly 300 people filled Elm Hall 
last Thursday night to participate in 
a smoothly handled meeting, whoso 
purpose was to approve voluntary 
liquidation of the Narberth Building 
and Loan Association. 

The B. & L.'s Solicitor, Henry A. 
Frye, presided, after Vice-president 
W. B. Kraft opened the meeting and 
explained what it was about. Direc- 
tor Carl B. Metzger was made secre- 
tary of the session. With the aid of 
a majority of proxies voted by share- 
holders who did not attend, and the 
vote of some of those who did attend, 
the directors' resolution of liquidating 
was endorsed. Eighty per cent of the 
4303 shares were required to be voted. 
Of these, 3014 were voted blindly by 
proxy and 575 in person at the meet- 
ing, making a total of 83.4%. 

The directors' choice of candidates 
for trustees were nominated, a mo- 
tion was soon made that nominations

"We cannot expect today's children 
to become men and women over-

A. Atwater Kent Will Develop 
$15,000,000 Bryn Mawr Project 

A 750-acre tract, part of the ex- 
tensive holdings of A. Atwater Kent, 
is to be subdivided into residence 
sites. 

The tract, in Bryn Mawr, bounded 
by Haverford, Darby, Sproul and 
Marple roads, when improved with 
homes, will represent a completed 
value of about $15,000,000. 

Known as Foxcroft, the tract has 
been assembled by Mr. Kent into one 
large parcel during the past eight 
years, by the acquisition of several 
smaller units. The largest of these 
were the Walter and Stuart Wood 
estates containing 675 acres, which 
were purchased in 1928. 

The plans contemplate construction 
of more than 45,000 feet of streets, 
with municipal and other improve- 
ments. Space will be provided for 
more than 400 residences. Small lakes 
are being built along streams run 
ning through the tract.

Two ordinances for safeguarding 
the public interest were passed by the 
Lower Merion Commissioners at their 
November meeting. 

No. 586 provides that written per- 
mission from the property owner 
must be obtained before articles may 
be removed from rubbish containers 
either on the property or at the curb. 
The purpose is to stop scavengers 
from scattering refuse on lawns and 
highways. 

No. 587, which amends Ordinance 
No. 70, requires contractors opening 
streets for the purpose of laying sew- 
ers, power lines, laterals, etc., to file 
with the township insurance certifi- 
cates showing that $10,000 to $20,000 
public liability and that at least $1000 
property damage insurance is carried. 
Most of the better known contracting 
firms already carry this insurance, it 
was pointed out.

Fire hydrants: N. W. corner of 
Conshohocken State and Lafayette 
roads, Gladwyne; S. E. corner of La- 
fayette and Country Club roads, Glad- 
wyne; on Lapsley road, Winding 
Way and Bowman avenue, all in 
Merion. 

Changing name of Murray lane, 
Gladwyne, to Henry lane. 

Real estate development permits to 
Frank Wilson for drain on Benjamin 
F. Buzby property, Righters Mill 
road ; Morse and Morse for dam on 
J. S. Miller property, Woodbine ave- 
nue, Penn Valley; Cheswold Develop- 
ment Corporation for tract on Ches- 
wold Valley road, Cheswold lane to 
Grays lane, and on Cheswold Hill 
road, Cheswold lane to Cheswold Val- 
ley road, Haverford. 

Agreement between township and 
J. Bruce Byall for laying sewer on 
his property, Bryn Mawr avenue, 
Penn Valley. 

Dr. Charles Seidel, chairman of the 
Incinerator Committee, reported that 
further action toward construction of 
the new plant is delayed pending argu- 
ment of counsel before the County 
Court at Norristown on the petition of 
a group of Penn Valley residents who 
seek to prevent having the present 
dump site in West Manayunk used as 
a location for the incinerator.

It was explained that the associa- 
tion's affairs have been in process of 
quiet liquidation for five years and 
that unless a real estate boom per- 
mits quick sales, the assets may not 
he completely realized for another five 
years or so. . .There are no preferred 
claims... That the B. & L. should be 
able to pay 100 cents on the dollar 
with the first payment permitted by 
the State half a year from now... 
Payments will be made on an equal 
percentage to all stockholders, whether 
borrowers, withdrawers or not, and 
payment to owners of mortgaged 
homes will be in the form of credits 
against the mortgages. . .Liquidation 
by the State, it was said, would cost 
stockholders more than the voluntary 
basis which the directors recommend- 
ed. . . The men selected as trustees are 
experienced and will handle affairs 
more humanly than a set of officials 
the State might select and probably 
will be more lenient in foreclosures,

possible to send Mr. Bates' tracings 
to a blueprint concern and meet the 
State's requirements at very little 
expense and within a very few days, 
whereas, without them, the borough 
would have been subjected to an ex- 
penditure of several hundred dollars 
and much time would have been con- 
sumed. 

Mr. Bates was graduated from 
Sheffield Scientific School, Yale Uni- 
versity, class of '05, and taught elec- 
trical engineering and physics there 
for twelve years. 

Not only was he an expert in engi- 
neering practice, but also he was re- 
garded by people who saw him at 
work as a mathematical genius. That 
is, he was able "to do in his head" 
intricate problems of higher mathe- 
matics for which many engineers have 
to look in their books of formulae and 
at least use a slide rule. He was as- 
sociated for sixteen years with the 
Franklin Institute where his mathe- 
matical capacity was considered espec- 
ially valuable in their intricate scien- 
tific computations. 

He was for some time connected 
with the Philadelphia Electric as re- 
search engineer, and at the time of 
his death was a member of the tech- 
nical advertising department of Leeds 
& Northrup, Philadelphia. He was 
a member of several scientific soci- 
eties. 

His wife, Mrs. Katharine W. Bates, 
is treasurer of the Narberth Library 
trustees, and active in other com- 
munity affairs. Their son, Frederick 
W. Bates, is a geologist at Lafayette, 
La., and daughter, Olive, is a senior 
at Wilson College, Chambersburg, 
Pa. Also surviving are two sisters 
and a brother. 

Interment was made at Cleveland. 
Although Mr. Bates was a native of 
Ohio, he was strongly attached to the 
town of Cummington in Western 
Massachusetts, where his forbears 
had lived many generations and to 
which he was accustomed to return 
each summer as long as his health 
permitted.

Man Blamed in Blasts

Employe Delayed Closing High 

Pressure Valve, Com- j 

pany States j 

Prompt admission by the Philadel- 1 
phia Electric Company that one of j 
its employes was at fault in the double 
blast which wrecked three Merion I 
homes and injured eight persons No- j 
vember 30, may prevent any legal j 
action being taken by Lower Merion 
Township in the disaster. | 

Such a move had been considered, \ 
it is said, prior to the release of the 
electric company's statement: 

"Philadelphia Electric Company 
announced that its investigation of 
the explosion at Merion on last Tues- 
day disclosed that while engaged in 
completing a periodic inspection of 
its gas pressure regulator station at 
Merion avenue and City Line, on the 
day of the occurrence, an employe de- 
layed closing a high pressure valve, 
increasing the pressure in the distri- 
bution lines serving this district. This 
caused leaks at the meters in the 
houses affected. Gas appliances in 
the houses were in no way involved 
in the explosion." 

Private inquiries also revealed that 
a number of homes in the vicinity of 
the explosions had gas heaters and 
other appliances in use and that none 
of them had been affected, or had 
caused trouble. The company is keep- 
ing the employe's identity a secret 
for the present. 

Four of the injured were still in 
Bryn Mawr Hospital this week. They 
are Milton Cook, negro butler in the 
A. Balfour Brehman home; his wife, 
Louella, and two firemen, Harry Oni- 
mus and Ernest Zengerl, both of 
Cynwyd. 

Meanwhile workers combed the 
shattered Brehman house at 535 Grey- 
stone road for jewelry and valuables 
worth thousands of dollars. Several 
rings and some silver were recovered. 

At the Leon S. Herbert home, 77 
Raynham road, furniture was re- 
moved from the blasted interior this 
week.
